Paducah people. One hundred thou- 
spectacular fealur- of Its revivifying, 
and it served Us purpose well. Now 
for the serious more substantial 
work to be done. There Is no ques- 
tioning the fact that every man In 
Padueph Is thoroughly Imbued with 
wllh the wish, and the Inclination to 
do something to advance the mate- 
rial prosperity of the city and the 
community. 

How this can be done, and best 
done, is a topic that would exhaust 
much time and space In a newspa- 
per, and therefore The Sun will han- 
dle it on the installment plan. 

The club has asked for ideas and 
suggestions from every source, and 
no doubt It will get them, a»-advlce 
Ic cheap. Today, however, The Sun 
wishes to touch on a subject that Is 
threshed over In every village wherj 
the advancement and “booming” of a 
town Is given any consideration. It Is 
the patronizing of home merchants 
and home Institutions. We know 
some people will say, “Oh, well we 
can't get what we want In Paducah, 
the assortments are not what we get 
elsewhere, the styles not as advanc- 
ed,” etc. 

And why are they not? Simply be- 
cause the local merchants are afraid 
to bring on the assortments they 
would if their enterprise met with 
the proper encouragement and ap- 
preciation. If your stores don't have 
what you want ask for It. Ask for It 
ii no uncertain tones, and the mer- 
chants will be only too glad to bring 
It on. There Is not a merchant In 
town who will not tell you this. 

For a few examples of the money 
that goes out of town, but should re- 
main here; The young men of the 
city send eut at least $5,UU0 a year 
to l.,ouisvllle tailors that should be 
spent In Paducah. There are Just as 
good tailors here as you And in 
I.oulsville. 

Rv^ry spring and aiilumn Ihe 1. C. 
runs an excursion to Hi. Louis that 
carries at the least calculation tlu.- 
000 a year, mostly for what women 
wear. 

A similar excursion to Chicago in 
August takes out between IT, Sou and 
110,000. 

And so on down Ihe list, we could 
enumerate thousands of dollars sent 
out of Paducah Ihat should be spent 
here. Hut for an excellent Illustra- 
tion, take the money foreign brew- 
eries lake out of Paducah. While The 
Hun does not In any measure desire 
to encourage Ihe use of Inloxicaling 
lieverages, the beer trade of Ihe city 
Is a good Illustration of Ihe point we 
desire to make. From siatlslics Just 
made It is shown Ihat the saloons of 
Paducah send out of ihe city over 
1100,000 a year. Paducah haa a 
brewery. It makes an excellent aril- 
cIs of beer, we are told. Then why 
should such trade be given to out- 
siders when Ihe money could be 
spent at home? Kvery dollar sent to 
HI. Louis lAiulsvIlle Kvansvllls and 
oilier cliles for such trade goes lo 
Slay, but the same money spent In 
Paducah would slay In ihe city, be 
spent and paid out In Ihe regular 
channels of business and In wages to 
Paducah people. Uoue hundred Ihou- 
aaud dollars a year lu neighboring

Daniel Kiimler FlIckInger, then sei-- 
retary of the miHsionary board of the 
church' was In West Africa work, a 
male child was horn In a village. The 
host of Dr. FlIckInger christened Ihe 
baby Daniel FlIckInger Wllherforce. 
Twelve years later the Imy was 
brought to America by a missionary, 
ami Dr, FlIckInger accldenlElly dis- 
covered him at the missionary house 
In .New York He look the lad to 
Dayton, O., and he was sent to school 
ind later to a medical college at 
I'leveland. He married a negress at 
Dayton and Ihe two went lo Africa 
lo do missionary work, hla children. 
Iwo sons and two daughters, altend- 
ed Central College here. The sons 
are still In this country, one al Ot- 
lerludn College and the other In the 
Dayton High School. 

The venerable Dr. FlIckInger Is 
much depressed over Ihe backsliding 
of his protege.

I The chief Jiiatlce does not know 
whni papers are in any bundle, and 
the elerk does not know tc» what 
Judge Ihe chief Juallre will send any 
bundle. When a Judge needs more 
rcroi'ds Ihe ehlef Justice goes to the 
' drawer and takes out at random a 
I bundle nnd sends It lo the Judge, and

"It is provided hy law that when 
a pelitlon for rellearlng Is flfetT lt'| 
must ho examined by another Judge . 
than Ihe one who wrote the opinion. ; 
This jtrovlalon. In eonneellon with 
I Ihe idea that the Judge who writes 
j tho opinion Is chiefly, if not wholly, | 
the author of the derision, leads to i 
many applleatlons for a new hearing, 
as the defeated parly ho|K's that 
when another Judge examines the pe- ' 
titlon ho may lake a different view 
of the ease. Not near so many pell- 1 
Hons fur rehearing would be Died If . 
it were realUed that the opinion Is ! 
the Judgment of the court and not ' 
of the Judge alone who writes It. To ' 
remove this mlsappropreheiislon, II 
may ho stated that when a Judge has 
examined a record he brings it to 
the consultation room and states it
